A decision already has been 
made to challenge in a higher 
court Tuesday’s ruling by Dis- 
trict Court Judge Joseph C. 
MecGarraghy. He held that the 
Government cannot proceed 
with its plan to turn Army 
Specialist 3.C. William _ 5S. 
Girard over to the Japanese for 
manslaughter but must try 
Girard before an American 
military court-martial. ;¢ 


Government officials said that 
if the Supreme Court upholds 
this ruling, the United States 
may be forced to close many 
vital defense bases overseas. 


To add further to the Govern- 
ment’s discomfort, the McGar- 
raghy decision came on the eve 
of Wednesday's arrival here for 
a state visit of Japanese Prime 
Minister Kishi. White House 
Press Secretary James C. Ha- 
gerty said he did not know whe- 
ther the Girard case would 
figure in conversations between 
Eisenhower and Kishi. 


Justice Department officials 
planned a top-level conference 
Wednesday to decide whether 
to ask the Supreme Court to as- 
sert jurisdiction over the Gov- 
ernment’s appeal. Such a re- 
quest would be made _ on 
grounds that a final decision in 
the case is important to one 
phase of U.S. foreign policy. 


If the Supreme Court took 
jurisdiction, the Court of Ap- 
peals, which normally wouid 
be the next tribunal to consider 
the case, would be bypassed. 


There is precedent for doing 
this in cases of unusual im- 
portance. 


The decision on whether to 
seek a direct appeal to the 
Supreme Cour: rested with 
Solicitor General J. Lee Rankin. 

The Supreme Court is now in 
session but is scheduled to 
adjourn next Monday. : 


U.S. Attorney Oliver Gasch, 
who handled the Girard matter 
before McGarraghy, said he 
would recommend a direct ap- 
peal because of the “interna- 
tional impact” of the case. 


He said that “all 49 nations, 
including NATO nations, hav- 
ing agreements with our Goy- 
ernment (concerning trials of 
U.S. servicemen stationed on 
their soil) are confronted with 
some doubt” as to whether the 
United States can abide by its 
commitments as a result of the 
McGarraghy decision. 


The Government, acting under 
such an agreement with Japan, 
decided in the interest of good 
relations with that country to 
release Girard, a 21-year-old 
soldier from Ottawa, IIL, to a 
Japanese court. He was to stand 
trial there for killing Naka 
Sakai, a Japanese woman who 
was scavenging for scrap metal 
on & military firing range where 
Girard was on official guard 
duty. 

But McGarraghy ruled that 
the Government's decision, ap- 
proved by President  Elisen- 
hower, “is illegal and in viola- 
tion of the Constitution and 
laws of the United States.” 


He said that since Girard was 
“acting as a member of the 
American armed forces in the 
performance of his official duties 
as guard” when the shooting 
occurred, he “is accountable only 
to the United States federal 
jurisdiction.” 


Jurisdiction Unsure: Decker

A top Pentagon lawyer sent to

eral of the U.S. Army, said U.S. 
attorney Oliver Gasch has ap- 
pealed a U.S. court ruling deny- 
ing jurisdiction over Girard to 
Japan and therefore the issue is 
still open.

May Wreck 
Status Pacts 


WASHINGTON (AP)—Pres- 
ident Eisenhower declined 
Wednesday to discuss pub- 
licly the case of Army 
Specialist William Girard. A 
reporter told Eisenhower at a 
White House news conference 
that two congressmen who 
breakfasted with the President 
said they had come away with 
an entirely new idea about 
the Girard case. The President 
said it would be a bad official 
position to take advantage of 
official reports in connection 
with the Girard incident. He 
said some doubt might be cast 
in any trial on the evidence 
contained in these reports. He 
said public discussion of the 
reports could damage Girard’s 
case. 


WASHINGTO... (INS) — The 
legal storm over the case of 
GI William S. Girard in Japan 
threatens today to bring down 
the entire worldwide structure 
known as the “Status of Forces” 
agreements, 

So far, Federal Judge Joseph 
C. McGarraghy has_ ruled 
unconstitutional only the parti- 
cular order that would have 
surrendered Girard to the Japa- 
nese for a manslaughter trial in 
the target range slaying of a 
Japanese woman. 

But McGarraghy’s reasoning 
also brought into question the 
constitutionality of the treaties 
and agreements—in_ effect 
thrqughout the Free World 
where U.S. forces are stationed 
—that authorize such _ 6ur- 
renders under the name of 
“waivers of jurisdiction.” 

The U.S. contended through- 
out that Girard was on official 
duty and entitled to an Ameri- 
can trial, but acted under a 
provision uniform in ali the 
“Status of Forces” agreements. 

“Status of Forces” agree- 
ments are being negotiated with 
West Germany, the Philippines 
and Taiwan. 

The Supreme Court appears 
likely to upset the Administra- 
tive Agreement with Japan as 
applied in the Girard case if it 
stands pat on what it said in a 
decision June 10. 

The opinion in the cases of 
two women who killed their ser- 
vicemen husbands overseas said 


that the court has always rec-- 


ognized constitutional rights 
over a treaty. It held that the 
defendants could not be court- 
martialed and overturned their 
convictions. 

This principle, if applied to the 
Girard case, would seem to rule 
unconstitutional that section of 
the U.S.-Japan Administrative 
Agreement under which the 
U.S. could waive its stated juris- 
diction over crimes committed 
by servicemen overseas while 
on duty. 

In the June 10 decision, the 
Supreme Court freed Mrs. 
Clarisse Covert, who killed her 
air force sergeant-husband in 
England, and Mrs. Dorothy 
Krueger Smith, who killed her 
army colonel-husband in Japan. 

Justice Hugo Black, in the 
majority opinion, said: “This 
court has regularly and uni- 
formly recognized the suprema- 
cy of the Constitution over a 
treaty.”

Won’t Affect 
Right to Try 
GI:Nakamura 


Justice Minister Umekichi 
Nakamura said yesterday the 
United States federal court rul- 
ing barring the U.S. from hand- 
ing over Specialist 3.C. William 
S. Girard to Japan was “not 
binding” here. 


Nakamura said Japan would 
go ahead and try Girard as ori- 
ginally planned. 

The Government, meanwhile, 
was taking a wait-and-see atti- 
tude on the Washington court 
ruling not to turn the soldier 
over to Japan for trial. 

Announcing this, acting Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Naokichi Ki- 
tazawa added that the Govern- 
ment believed the U.S. Govern- 
ment would take ‘proper steps.” 

The spokesman also said the 
matter would “naturally” come 
up during Prime Minister Ki- 
shi’s talks with American lead- 
ers in Washington. 


Reiterating Nakamura’s asser- 
tion that the U.S. court ruling 
was not binding on this coun- 
try, Kitazawa said the U.S. Gov- 
ernment is obligated to reject 
the ruling in favor of the deci- 
sion of the U.S.Japan Joint 
Committee, which gave Japan 
jurisdiction over Girard. 

The Justice Minister said the 
joint committee had the “final 
say” on the judiciary problem 
and that the obligation to im- 
plement such decision was “in- 
ternational.” 


He said it was reasonable for’ 
Japan to have jurisdiction over 
Girard since his offense was 
regarded as having been the 
result of “a prank” and com- 
mitted while off duty. 

It is “clear,” Nakamura said, 
that Girard scattered cartridges 
to prompt Naka Sakai to pick 
them up. 

Nakamura said it was his im- 
pression that the federal court 
ruling that directed Girard be 
tried by a U.S. military court 
was based on the interpretation

Prosecutor General Tosuke 
Sato reacted by stating that the 
U.S. court ruling was a purely 
American legal issue. The 
earlier decision granting Japan 
jurisdiction still stands, he 
declared. 


Sato noted that the U.S. Gov- 
ernment was expected to appeal 
the decision and said he hoped 
the matter would be settled as 
soon as possible. 

Judiciary authorities mean- 
while predicted that the ruling 
would cause a considerable 
delay in the trial of Girard. If 
the soldier fails to appear be- 
fore the Maebashi District 
Court, which is handling his 
case, obviously the trial could 
not be opened. 

Before that, however, it was 
pointed out that even a date for 
the trial could not be set un- 
less or until Girard appears in 
court. 


MAEBASHI (Kyodo) — The 
Maebashi District Court, where 
Army Specialist 3.C, William 5. 
Girard is scheduled to be tried, 
takes the stand that it will con- 
tinue to prepare for the forth- 
coming trial irrespective of any 
development within the U.S. 

The court has already reach- 
ed an agreement with Itsuro 
Hayashi, the discharged lawyer 
for the defendant, to open the 
first session of the trial in mid- 
August. 

Yuzo Kawachi, chief judge of 
the court, yesterday asked 
Hayashi to visit the court as 
soon as possible to prepare for 
the trial. 

Kawachi said yesterday he 
would consider postponement of 
the trial if the defense panel so 
desired for the sake of prepara- 


tions. 


OTTAWA, Ill. (Kyodo-UP)— 
William S. Girard told his bro- 
ther by transpacific telephone 
Tuesday night, “I just hope it 
keeps going this way.”

NEW YORK (AP)—Textile 
sources reported Tuesday that 
Japan’s voluntary limitation of 
textile exports to the U.S. has 
stopped the spread of anti-Japa- 
nese legislation in Southern 
States, 

The textile states of South 
Carolina and Alabama passed 
laws before Japan’s voluntary 
action which directed merchants 
who sell Japanese goods in those 
states to display signs saying 
“Japanese textiles sold here.” A 
Similar law failed to pass in the 
Georgia State Legislature. 


Industry sources said there is 
now no effort to force mer- 
chants to comply with the laws 
in South Carolina and Alabama. 

Meantime the U.S. Department 
of Justice reportedly is still 
studying the validity of the state 
laws.

WASHINGTON (AP)— 
Prime Minister Kishi of 
Japan called on President 
Eisenhower at the White 
House at 11:30 a.m., (12:30 
a.m. JST Thursday) Wed- 
nesday to open talks both 
leaders believe will lead to 
an improvement in long- 
range Japanese-American 


relations. 

Just 90 minutes after his 
arrival at National Airport, the 
60-year-old Japanese leader 
drove to the west wing of the 
White House where the Pres- 
ident has his offices and receives 
official visitors. 


He was met at the steps by 
Bernard M. Shanley, the Pres- 
ident’s appointment secretary. 

The Prime Minister’s nine 
advisers accompanied him to 
the President’s office where 
they were introduced and then 
left shortly thereafter. 


Attending the President's 
conference were Secretary 
Dulles, U.S. Ambassador Douglas

He said that although it 
bares from a postwar re 
vival which organized some six 
million, of Japan’s 18.5 million 
Wage earners, the trade union 
movement is still relatively 
weak and has been unable to 
gain recognition by the Govern- 
ment @s- entitled to participate 
in . decisions affecting the 
e workers. 

He charged that the Govern- 
ment was stalling on a badly- 
needed minimum-wage system, 
whieh jt was preparing “only 
by agreement among manage 
ments,” with the unions ex- 
cluded by orde. of the Japa- 
nese Employers Association. 


Speaking in the general debate

2 Vessels Aflame 


Off French Coast 


BREST (AP) —Two ocean- 
going tankers collided in a 
heavy fog off the French Atlan- 
tic Coast Wednesday and burst 
into flames. Eight sailors are 
known to be dead. 

Twenty-six men were report- 
ed missing aboard the two ships. 

One tanker, identified as the 
Liberian-registered Stony Point, 
which previously was reported 
to have sunk, was lying low in 
the water and burning but had 
not gone down at latest report, 


French maritime authorities 
said the other vessel was the 
Greek tanker Ioannis. The 
eight sailors known to have 
perished were members of her 
crew. 


French, British and American 
vessels were rushing to the 
scene 30 miles off the tip of the 
Brittany Peninsula. : 


The collision took place in 
darkness and fog before dawn. 
The fog lay heavy on the oil- 
soaked sea and hampered rescue 
efforts. Helicopters were stand- 
ing by to go to the aid of in- 
jured men if the fog cleared, 


The German ship Eric Reck- 
mann was on the scene but 
radioed that it was extremely 
dangerous to approach the two 
burning vessels, 


The Stony Point was reported 
to be a 15,000-ton ship while 
the Greek vessel was 19,000 tons. 

The Reckmann reported 
earlier that she had picked up 
36 men from the Greek tanker, 
including 10 injured, and 16 
survivors from the Stony Point. 
It was believed that the dead 
men were injured who died 
after being picked up. 


Order to Release 
Mrs. Smith Issued 


ALDERSON, W.Va. (Kyodo- 
UP)—Dorothy Kreuger Smith, 
daughter of a famed World War 
II Army General, will be freed 
from the Federal Women’s 
Prison Wednesday after serving 
less than five years of a life 
sentence for the slaying of her 
husband, as her release order 
has been issued,

He arrived here June’ 8 accom- 
panied by his associates on the 
invitation of the Pfizer-Taito 
Company that was formed two 
years ago by the Pfizer and the 
Taito Company of Japan. The 
Charles Pfizer & Co. is one of 
the world’s largest producers of 
antibiotics. 

“We visited many medical 
research laboratories in Tokyo, 
Kyoto, Osaka and other parts of 
Japan and found Japanese 
scientists doing excellent work, 
sometimes wi-h low budget. We 
were very much impressed by 


their accomplishments,” he 
said. 
Dr. McKeen described the 


Taito Company’s pharmaceuti- 
cal plants in Kobe as “one of 
the best” of its kind in the 
world. He said he was also 
deeply impressed by the well- 
equipped public health institute 
in Shiga Prefecture and be- 
lieved that Japanese public 
welfare institutes are on a very 
high level. 


The American doctor  an- 
nounced in Tokyo last week 
shortly after arriving that the 
Pfizer will offer scholarships to 
46 Japanese medical students to 
enable them to study at auth- 
orized Japanese medical schools. 


Asked about the motive for 
offering the scholarship, Dr. 
McKeen said, “We wanted in 
some way to show our respects 
to Japanese medical scientists 
for what they have accomplish- 
ed.” 


He emphasized that no string 
is attached to the scholarship 
and scholarship grantees will be 
under no obligation to the 
Pfizer. He said it will be bet- 
ter for Japanese medical scien- 
tists to study in Japariese medi- 
cal schools and specialize in 
the fields most needed by Japa- 
nese medicine. 


Dr. McKeen and his party left 
Texyo last night for home. 


McKeen announced previous 
to his departure that his com- 
pany had contributed the most 
modern anti-tuberculosis drug to 
the Japan Tuberculosis Preven- 
tion Association (Kekkau Yobo- 
Kai) of which Princess Chichi- 
bu is patroness. The miracle 
drug, Viocin, has been excep- 
tionally effective in tubercular 
cases which failed to respond 
to other medicines. 

In addition to the gift of 10,- 
000 one-gram vials of Viocin, 
Mckeen also presented’ the 
association with 2,000 tablets of 
Deltacortril, an adrenal hormone 
ferment prepared by Pfizer, 
which will be used in investiga- 
tion and research concerned 
with the problem of tuberculosis 
control and for testing a new 
foreign method of treatment for 
chronic tuberculos's by using 
hormone “trigger doses.

They will stay with farming 
families in Hokkaido, Chiba, 
Tochigi, Shimane and Ehime 
Prefectures until late in Novem- 
ber to get a taste of the life of 
Japanese farmers. 

In September, they will at- 
tend the AllJapan 4H Club 


on the agenda of the..conven- 
tion—re-election of union of- 
ficials, who have been dismissed 
for engineering the recent 
spring offensive, and the ques- 
tion of maintaining unity, which 
was partially disrupted when 
the union carried out retaliatory 
struggles against the punish- 
ment of their leaders, 


Informed sources predict that 
if a frontal clash occurs between 
the rightist and leftist factions 
over these two issues, the con- 
vention will be thrown into con- 
fusion, with the possibility of 
even leading to a split-up of the 
union. 

Regarding the proposed re- 
election of dismissed union of- 
ficials, the union holds fast to 
its contention that the punitive 
action against its leaders was 
based on an “unwarranted” in- 
terpretation of the law. 

The union filed a suit with 
the Tokyo District Court June 
15 demanding the annulment of 
the dismissals. 


This action was designed to 
refute the stand, earlier an- 
nounced by the national rail- 
way authorities, that if the 
union retained dismissed mem- 
bers in executive posts, it was 
against the Public Corporation 
Labor Relations Law, and that, 
in that event, the union could 
not be recognized as an au- 
thorized organization. 


If the authorities do not re- 
cognize the union, it cannot en- 
joy benefits prescribed by the 
law. 

However, the union takes the 
stand that it can re-elect dis- 
missed officials on grounds that 
the punitive action was. “un- 
warranted.” 


In this connection, the action 
of Yojiro Kurokawa, chairman 
of the National Locomotive En- 
gineers Workers Union (Kiro), 
in announcing his desire to 
resign has come as a consider- 
able shock to Kokuro. Kuro- 
kawa, who was dismissed by 
JNR but re-elected at the recent 
convention of Kiro, said that by 
resigning, he wanted to “restore 
his union to a normal status.” 

Theréfore, Kurokawa’s action 
will give rise to considerable 
discussions at the convention. 

Another focal point of discus- 
sion will be the question of 
preserving the solidarity of the 
union. 

When the union recently 
launched retaliatory struggles 
against the punishment of its 
leaders, some of its chapters, 
such as Hiroshima, Niigata and 
Moji, took far more aggressive 
action than was ordered by the 
union’s central struggle head- 
quarters. Others, meanwhile, 
rejected struggle directives as 
“too excessive to comply with.” 

This lack of unity evidently 
demonstrated mounting friction 
between rightist and leftist fac- 
tions of the union. 

At the forthcoming conven- 
tion, union leaders will have a 
Rard time preventing this fric- 
tion from coming to a head.

New Geomagnetic Recorder 
Unveiled for IGY Research 


A highly efficient geomagne- 
tic recorder which automatical- 
ly takes pictures of changes in 
the earth’s magnetism was un- 
veiled in Tokyo Tuesday. 


The new instrument which 
will greatly facilitate geomagne- 
tic observations was put on dis- 
play by the Meteorological 
Agency before being installed 
at the geomagnetic observatory 
in Yasato, Ibaraki Prefecture, 
under the current International 
Geophysical Year program. 


Called the Kakioka-Type High- 
Sensitivity Fast Rotating Geo- 
magnetic Recorder, the machine 
will be set in motion by the 
time the first IGY World Day 
is held on June 27. 

The machine consists of a 
magnetic meter, a dark-box con- 


tion-picture camera and a motor. 
All changes in the earth’s mag- 
netism are caught by the sensi- 
tive reflector. Images in three 
zigzag lines are thrown on a 


screen and automatically photo- 


graphed. 

Use of the new recorder 
saves considerable work, ac- 
cording to officials concerned. 


They estimated that expenses’ 


will be cut down to one-tenth. 
The instrument which costs 
¥1.6 million is said to be also 


applicable to  seismographic, 
gravitational and sea current: 
recording. 


The officials suggested use of 
the machine in Antarctic obser- 
vation work.

‘The Wrong Man’

Alfred Hitchcock's work usual- 
ly induces more than one inter- 
pretation—one inspired by sheer 
surface interest and the other 
by the more abstract love of 
parody. And since the first is 
the constant factor that gives 
Hitchcock his reputation as a 
thriller artist, it is the second 
factor leading to broader refiec- 
tions that gives his work their 
varying tones and color and at 
times even a deeper quality and 
acuter sense of parody than 
normal to an ordinary suspense 
drama. His latest production 
“The Wrong Man” which opened 
at Hiblya Theater yesterday is 
remarkable for the latter qua- 
_ hity. 

“The Wrong Man” is not a

sense but a true story which 
happened to a Manhattan night 
club musician four years ago. 
Hitchcock makes literal use of

Clearly Hitchcock is attempt- 
ing something else than a 
straight thriller in this film but 
does not want to admit it and 
prefers to conceal himself under 
the guise of a fact. But the 
film is a complete giveaway of 
Hitehcock—of his basic outlook 
toward modern civilization and

petitive society. And the tragedy y 


of this man is that his mental 
habit of utter passivity is so 
deep-rooted that he can’t shake 
it off even when his own per- 
sonal safety is at stake. 


Henry Fonda shows what this 
man is exactly like. He is 38 
years old and plays bass in a 
fashionable Manhattan club. He 
quits work about 3:30 in the 
morning, takes a subway home, 
is fond of speculating on the 
horse races (on paper), stops at 
a snack bar, has a cup of coffee 
and picks up two bottles of milk 
before entering his small apart- 
ment where he lives happily 
with his wife (Vera Miles) and 
two small sons. 


One unlucky day he goes into 
the local insurance office to raise 
a few hundred dollars’ loan on 
his wife’s policy, to pay for her 
dentist’s bill in fact. The office 
girls behind, the counter unac- 
countably get the notion that he 
is the holdup man who had rob- 
bed the place a few months be- 
fore and call the police. 


What follows is a nightmare 
both to the innocent man and 
audience alike. Hitchcock 
misses nothing; every detail of 
handcuffing, locking up, ques- 
tioning is played up. In the 
meantime his wife cracks up 
and has to be sent to an asylum. 

Only the sheer accidental ar- 
rest of the real criminal finally 
clears the man and the film ends 
with an epilogue perfunctorily 
speaking of the wife’s eventual 
recovery and happy ending. 
Anybody can see that Hitch- 
cock’s heart is not in this part 
of the film. 

The real point in this film is 
his acute parody of the machine 
age and his human product, not 
only in the unfortunate man but 
in those false witnesses and 
cops who combine their forces 
to lock him up. Being a 
parodist, he does not side with 
either party but coldly watches 
the behavior of his guinea pigs 
under the taut circumstances 
he vividly describes. He 
exonerates everybody including 
himself; nobody is responsible 
for what happened. 

It is as though Hitchcock had 
believed in nothing but only in 
the essential inhumanity of 
civilization and the futility and 
meaninglessness of everything 
about us, an attitude which is 
often fashionably adopted by 
modern nihilists in the name of 
objectivity.

‘The Happy Road’

Gene Kelly, one of America’s 
foremost Francophiles, has long 
been captivated by anything at 
all Gallic and it was only a mat 
ter of time before he attempted 
a French film. The results, for 
better or for worse, are visible 
from Saturday at the Scalaza. 


One thing about “The Happy 
Road” is that whether it suc- 
ceeds or not it at least tries for 
something original and different. 
Produced and directed by Kelly 
it is about two children who run 
away from their Swiss school to

Their adventures and 
the misadventures of the par- 
ents make up the story every- 
one trying awfully hard to be 
amusing.

He 
has studied French film farce, 
has gotten Maurice Chevalier to 
sing and Georges Van Parys to 
do the music, has hired Pierre 
Balmain to whip up the clothes 
and even obtained little Brigitte 
Fossey, the star of Rene Cle- 
ment’s “Jeux Interdits,” for one 
of the kids, as well as included 
wide slices of the French 
countryside, innumerable pic- 
turesque walled towns and al- 
most every well-known French 
character actor you’d care to 
name, and yet the result is only 
French-fried. 


French cuisine, comic or 
otherwise, takes more than a 
willing heart, and to make a 
really light cinematic souffle you 
need more than the sum of the 
ingredients.

Continues 
To Decline 


Japan's fast dwindling foreign 
currency holdings may drop 
some $100 million more during 
June to a level below $900 mil- 
lion at the end of this month, 
according to Finance Ministry 
sources quoted by Kyodo. 

They revealed that the for- 
eign currency holdings, totaling 
$999 million as of the end of 
fast month, decreased by $73,- 
500,000 in the first 18 days of 
this month. 

The Government is to ask the 
International Monetary Fund 
within a few days for a loan 
of $125 million to tide the na- 
tion over the swiftly worsen- 
ing foreign currency situation. 

Finance Ministry sources pre- 
dicted that the decrease in the 
foreign currency possessed by 
Japan would continue’ until 
around August. 

The $999 million in holdings 
as of the end of May are bro 
ken down to $608 million in the 
Minister of Finance account 
and- $391 million in the hands 
of the Bank of Japan. 

The Finance Ministry Tues- 
day bought $26 million worth 
of foreign currency from the 
Bank of Japan’s holdings in or- 
der to bolster the dwindling 
amount in possession of the 
Government, This brought to- 
tal purchases from the bank 
since the end of April to $155 
million. 

The Finanée Ministry sources 
figured that the first half (April- 
September) of this fiscal year 
would see registered a huge 
red ink figure of some $425 mil- 
lion ($575 million if usance is 
included)—some $275 million 
for the first quarter (April- 
June) and about $150 million 
for the second quarter (July- 
September). 


H’kong’s Exports 
Register Decrease 


HONGKONG (Kyodo-Reuter) 
—Hongkong’s exports in May 
were about one-sixth lower 
than in May last year, dropping 
from 19,250,000 pounds sterling 
to just under 16,000,000 pounds 
sterling, the Government an- 
nounced Tuesday night. 

This was mainly due to the 
reduction of purchases by Indo- 
nesia and Thailand which were 
exceptionally heavy last year. 

Hongkong’s total exports dur- 
ing the first five months of the 
year were valued at 84,540,000 
pounds sterling, a decrease of 
3,250,000 pounds sterling or 3.7 
per cent. Imports rose by 20,- 
800,000 pounds sterling to a to- 
tal value of 143,650,000 pounds 
sterling.

Goods Export Must Match 
Import of Raw Materials 


By a Special 


The slogan “export or die” 
has assumed new significance 
in Japan as the nation is facing 
mounting  balance-of-payments 
difficulties. 

Moreover, in principle it is 
more desirable to close the ex- 
port-import gap by raising the 
former rather than by cutting 
the latter, if at all possible. 
Sound economic growth for a 
nation like Japan should De 
based more on export growth 
than on import growth. Trade 
statistics for 1956 and since 
illustrate this point clearly. 

Although the netable rise in 
imports was influenced by 
rapid economic growth, the 
rising tempo for imports went 
much faster than production 
and export growth. Moreover, 
the big dip in the balance of 
payments surplus during 1956 
as against 1955 (from $493,000,- 
000 down to $293,000,000), aud 
the big deficits since January, 
1957 indicate that domestic eco- 
nomic growth was accomplish- 
ed by sacrificing the balance-of- 
payments. 

Besides, the balance-of-pay- 
ments surplus during 1956, 
despite the trade deficit, was 
due to large special procure- 
ment receipts, totaling $600 mil- 
lion, such as yen sales, U.S. 
Army deposits, ICA purchases, 
etc. " 
Outlook for the future does 
not appear bright as imports 
are rising above the rate of pro 
duction increase while exports 
are tending to go sideways 
reflecting overseas business 
and import trends, as well as 
gain in domestic demand. 


Recent Export Trends 


1. During the past year ex- 
ports climbed to only 86 per cent 
of the 1934-1936 level, whereas 
imports went 14 per cent above 
prewar. 

2. Japan’s export markets are 
rather unstable as to content 
and volume. Exports to the 
Asian markets are mainly tex- 
tiles and sundries for which 
Japan holds a high degree of 
competitive advantage at pres- 
ent. As regards machinery and 
metals, however, Japan is lag- 
ging in competition as against 
America and Europe. _Instabil- 
ity of Japan’s export markets 
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| Asia and South America will be 
heightened as these regions de- 
velop their own light industries. 
Recently, 40 per cent of Japa- 
nese exports have gone to the 
industrial areas, and 60 per cent 
to the underdeveloped areas. In 
the latter category, however, 
there exist no long-term tech- 
nical or capital arrangements to 
insure export ‘stability. Hence, 
many emphasize shifting of em- 
phasis to heavy and chemical 
industrial exports. Moreover, 
the rise in exports to Asian mar- 
kets is due to American offshore 
purchases under ICA. 
Trade Characteristics 


3. About the only consistent 
market is America, covering 
about 20 per cent of total ex- 
ports, but the rise is dulling. 
Moreover, the increase in ex- 
ports to the industrial nations 
is mainly on items in temporary 
short supply (as_ steel and 
ships), and consumer goods 
which are liable to import re- 
strictions. 

4. Export promotion will re- 
quire industrial rationalization, 
technical development and rise 
in productivity to strengthen 
competition. If the heavy and 
chemical industries are to be 
developed, import of modern 
machinery and knowhow as 
well as raw materials are pre- 
requisties. Development of 
roads, harbors and rivers is also 
necessary. Capping all these is 
the promotion of “economic 
diplomacy.” The problem lies 
in how to reconcile this pro- 
pensity to import with realities 
in the form of balance-of-pay- 
ments deficits. 


5. There is no doubt that ex- 
pansion of the home market 
(consumption rise) has _ into 
eaten the export volume, partic- 
ularly of iron-steel goods. For 
example, the rate of export on 
steel plates as against produc- 
tion fell from 11.9 per cent in 
1955 to 5.1 per cent in 1956. Non- 
ferrous metals dipped by 24 per 
cent. However, export of most 
soft goods such as textiles with 
adequate plant capecity and raw 
materials was not affected by 
the rise in home demand. Dips 
were also seen for certain in- 
dustrial machinery exports. 

The problem lics in matching 
the big rise in imports of indus- 
trial raw materials with suffici- 
ent rise in exports of goods 
made from these materials.

Hot Competition Seen 
In Sewing Machines 


NEW YORK (AP)—Imports 
of Japanese sewing machines, 
which now are reported to ac- 
count for about one-half the 
U.S. market, have forced one 
large American manufacturer to 
turn to low-priced, foreign-made 
machines to compete, industry 
sources reported Tuesday. 


These sources said the White 
Sewing Machine Co. will soon 
market machines made by its 
German afliliates in order to 
compete with the Japanese im- 


ports. 

A big reason for this move, 
these sources said, was the loss 
by White of its account with 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., the 
world’s largest mail order firm 
to Japanese sewing machine 
makers. 


In Chicago, Sears, Roebuck 
& Co. said Tuesday two Japanese 
manufacturers are supplying it 
with sewing machines to meet 
price competition. 


The companies are Soryu Sew- 
ing Machine Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd. and Maruzen Sewing Ma- 
chine Co., Ltd., both of Osaka, 
Japan. Sears declined to dis- 
cuss the size of its orders, either 
in dollars or units, placed with 
the Japanese concerns. 

Sears said its decision to im- 
port machines from Japan rep- 
resented “a further broadening 
of its lines to be competitive” 
and did not mean that it was 
discontinuing handling Amer- 
ican-made machines,

Acrylic Fiber Company 
To Start Up in Japan 


NEW YORK (AP)—A Japa- 
nese firm, Mitsubishi Rayon Co., 
Ltd., and Chemstrand Corp., will 
form a new company to make 
acrylic fiber in Japan, industry 
sources reported Tuesday. 


Mitsubishi will be the major- 
ity stockholder in the new com- 
pany which will be known as 
Shinko Acrylic Fiber Co., Ltd. 


Production is expected to be- 
gin in 1959 with an initial cap- 
acity of 7,500,000 pounds an- 
nually. This may be enlarged 
to 15,000,000 pounds per year. 


Mexican Cotton Cloth 


MEXICO CITY (AP)—Mexi- 
co’s exports of cotton cloth has 
fallen off in value five times 
since 1951, according to figures 
of the Department of Economy. 


The value of these exports in 
1951 was 155 million pesos 
($12,400,000) compared with a 
little over 30 million pesos last 
year.

U.S. Government 
bonds sank to new lows and com- 
mercial paper rates were again 
raised. 

Another merkdown in the price 
of copper in London and failure of 
steel operations to come up to ex- 
pectations last week also helped 
depress the market. Traders interest- 
ed in aircraft issues noted some 
progress apparentiy was being made 
toward disarmament. 

The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks declined 90 cents to $185.40. 

Volume picked up only slightly 
fr-m Monday, when the market ad. 
vanced. It totaled 2,400,000 shares 
against 2,220,000 Monday.

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Mao Tse-tung’s Policy 


The official release last Tuesday of the speech made by 
Mr. Mao Tse-tung on February 27, and kept secret since, 
affords some opportunity for considering just how heavily 
the present Communist regime sits on the shoulders of the 


Chinese people. 


The speech demands to be studied in connection with 
the now open admission that economic conditions in Com- 
munist China are far from satisfactory—whether it be to 
enthusiastic Marxists or to those who never expected much 

‘from the Red seizure of power. 

It was with this background of lack of real economic 
success in mind that it was evidently made. But before con- 
sidering some of its implications it is only fair to say that 
a part of the economic failure is due to the spate of natural 
disasters that have befallen the country in the last year or 
two. Flood and drought on a vast scale are inimical to the 


“ welfare of any country. 


Nevertheless, when this is said, it remains evident that 
Red China suffers from the same conspicuous ills as other 
Communist countries—agricultural insufficiency, lack of 
consumer goods and excessive concentration on those heavy 
industries which are designed to build up Communist world 
power rathertthan to satisfy the wants of individuals. 

While admitting that everything in the Red Chinese 
garden is not lovely, two points seem to arise clearly in Mr. 
Mao’s speech—he is not willing to deviate from the ortho- 
dox Communist way of thinking and action nor is he pre- 
pared in any way to break with Moscow. His statements, 
in fact, can oniy serve to dash the hopes of those anti-Com- 
munists who, for some time past, have professed to see 
chances of a doctrinal split between Red China and Soviet 


Russia. 


Mr. Mao admits criticism of, and even open opposition 
to, his regime but he contends for the excellence of the 
fundamental doctrine, even if the execution has been faulty. 

The question arises—how long will this attitude satisfy 
the hardheaded Chinese people? They have been told that 
communism can deliver the goods again and again but its 
failure is so obvious that murmurs have arisen despite the 
severity which the Reds deal out to those who oppose them. 

We may expect a great effort to be made to put up a 
better show of success but the Communist economic dogmas 
are so ill suited to the prevailing circumstances in China 
that, unless some more considerable modifications are per- 
mitted, no great improvement seems likely. And Mr. Mao’s 
speech shows that he is not considering any “deviation” of 


moment—at least at present. 


How far he secretly appre- 


ciates the great difference between the Russian and Chinese 
people and their economic and social circumstances we can- 


not, of course, Say. 


Frank Waring’s Service 


Within less than a month of our farewells to Glenn 
Shaw, the former American cultural attache, we must now 
do the same for another man at the American Embassy 
who will be sorely missed. Frank Waring, counsellor of em- 
bassy for economic affairs, leaves Japan tomorrow for a 


new assignment in Havana. 


Japan’s economic ties with the United States being what 
they are, it is obvious that the post Mr. Waring vacates is 
an important one. Yet that fact does not show what signi- 
ficance Mr. Waring himself has brought to his role here 


during the past five years. 


Those have been vital years in the reshaping of Japan’s 
economy. No one would underestimate the factor of Amer- 
ican aid, both direct and indirect, in that history. But aside 
from the aid measured in dollars there has been that essen- 
tinl contribution of advice and sympathetic understanding; 
for this we credit Mr. Waring directly. 

This economic ambassador came to Tokyo shortly after 
the San Francisco Peace Treaty was signed to take charge 
of the-economic “service” of the new embassy. “Service” is 
his own word, and that is telling. For as all the business 
Jeaders and Government men of Japan can testify, “service” 
is indeed what Mr. Waring has been dedicated to render. 

As a public servant of the United States, he has seen it 
in his Government’s best interest to act also as public ser- 


vant to Japan. 


We should thank the United States for 


Frank Waring, and to him express our most sincere grati- 
tude for his unforgettable contribution to the economic well- 
being of Japan. Also, for the high example he has set for 


selfless cooperation.

Asahi Shimbun said it doubts 
the propriety of the ruling given 
by the U.S. District Court which 
had reversed President Eisen- 
hower’s decision to let a Japa- 
nese court try Army Specialist 
3.C, William S. Girard for 
manslaughter. The paper drew 
attention to the fact that there 
has been no precedent that a 
decision made by an official 
Japan-U.S. Joint Committee has 
been altered or delayed through 
the exercise of judicial authori- 
ty by either of the two coun- 
tries. In this sense, it pointed 
out, the federal court ruling is 
quite perplexing to the Japa- 
nese. The paper said the ruling

nese should be respected, the 
paper said, because it had been 
decided after thorough discus- 
sion whether he was on duty 


or not. 


Mainichi Shimbun attached 
much significance to Mao Tse- 
tung’s speech made public in 
Peiping Tuesday. Those who 
believe in socialism and their 
supporters, the paper said, may 
praise it as a guide to solve 
various problems which will 
appear during the process of 
the Chinese Communist revolu- 
tion. The paper said the speech 
as clearly showed the actual 
situation in China which has 
entered into the last year of its 
‘first five-year plan. It also 
showed that China is not a 
paradise as is pictured by Com- 
munist China admirers or tran- 
sient travelers, the paper said. 


Yomiuri Shimbun commented 
on the fourth session of the 
National People’s Congress to be 
opefed in Peiping from Thurs- 
day. The drafting by the Con- 
gress of an economic plan for 


this year, the paper said, will 
be one of the most difficult issues 
because the country’s light in- 
dustry has been sacrificed to 
the growth of heavy industry 
and agriculture which has been 
hard hit by natural disasters. 
Another vexing item on the 
agenda, it said, will be the coun- 
try’s guiding principle in view 
of the fact that the “purification” 
movement is now under way, 
whilst permitting the people 
to freely criticize Government 


policy.

U.S. Court Ruling on Girard 


WASHINGTON—Following is 
the text of the opinion by Fed- 
eral Judge Joseph C. McGar- 
raghy ruling that Army Special- 
ist 3.C. William S. Girard may 
not be turned over to Japan for 


trial: 
Opinion 

This is a petition for a writ 
of habeas corpus and for other 
relief, filed by William S. Girard, 
United States Army Specialist 
Third Class, against the Secre- 
tary of Defense and others, in 
which he allages that on or 
about Jan. 30, 1957, he was 
arrested and thereafter held in 
confinement by the military au- 
thorities of the United States 
and is presently held in such 
confinement for the purpose 
of being delivered to the Gov- 
ernment of Japan for trial for 
an alleged offense over which 
that Government has no juris- 
diction, nor does it have jurisdic- 
tion over the person of the peti- 
tioner. He further alleges that 


his detention is illegal and in’ 


violation of the Constitution and 
laws of the United States, as 
well as the treaty rights and ob- 
ligations of the Government of 
the United States, and that the 
reason for his detention and 
proposed delivery to the Japa- 
nese Government are invalid in 
law and in violation of funda- 
mental Constitutional and legal 
rights of petitioner. 

The petitioner is a Specialist 
Third Class in the Regular Army 
of the United States, assigned 


to Company F, 8th Cavalry Reg- 2 


iment, at Camp Whittington, 


Honshu, Japan, having re-enlist- 23 


ed while in Japan on Oct. 


28, 1954, for a period of three eS 


years. 


On Jan. 30, 1957, an in- 


cident occurred while the peti- 
tioner was on a firing range 


known as Camp Weir Range in 


Japan, resulting in the death * 


of a Japanese woman for which 


the American military authori- : 
ties propose to deliver petitioner : 


to the Japanese Government for 
trial. 


Incident Described 


The incident is succinctly de- @ 
scribed in the certificate of the @ 


petitioner’s commanding officer 
dated Feb. 7, 1957, from 
which the following is quoted: 

“, « « I certify that Girard, 
S. RA 16 452 809, 
Specialist 3.C. Company  F, 
8th Cavalry Regiment, APO 
201, was in the performance of 
his official duty at 1350 hours, 
30 Jan. 1957, Camp Weir 
Range Area, when he was in- 
volved in the following incident: 
On 30 Jan. 1957, 2nd _ Bat- 
talion, 8th Cavalry Regiment, 
was engaged in routine training 
at Camp Weir Range Area. 
Company F was conducting 
blank firing ‘exercises. Special- 
ist 3.C. William S&S. Girard 
was instructed by his platoon 
leader to move near a posi- 
tion near an unguarded 
machinegun to guard the 
machinegun and items of field 
equipment that were in the im- 
mediate area. 

While performing his duties 
as guard, he fired an expended 
cartridge case, as a warning, 
which struck and killed Naka 
Sakai, Kami-Shinden, Somamura, 
Gumma Prefecture, who had en- 
tered the range area for the 
purpose of gathering expended 
cartridge cases.” 

This certificate has never 
been withdrawn or modified in 
any respect. 

The Security Treaty between 
the United States of America 
and Japan which entered into 
force on April 28, 1952, provid- 
ed by Article III thereof that: 

“That conditions which shalf 
govern the disposition of Armed 
Forces of the United States of 
America in and about Japan 
Shall be determined by admin- 
istrative agreements between 
the two governments.” 

Article XVII of the Adminis- 
trative Agreement subsequently 
entered into between the Gov- 
ernments of the United States 
of America and Japan defines 
the offenses of which the coun- 
tries have concurrent jurisdic- 
tion and exclusive jurisdiction 
respectively. 

Paragraph 3 of Article XVII 
provides that with respect to 
cases where the right to exer- 
cise jurisdiction is concurrent, 
the military authorities. of the 
United States shall have the 
primary right to exercise juris- 
diction over the members of the 
United States Armed Forces or 
the civilian component in rela- 
tion to offenses arising out of 
any act or omission due in the 
performance of official duty. 


U.S. Jurisdiction 

The agreed official minutes re- 
garding this provision in Para- 
graph 3 provide that where a 
member of the United States 
Armed Forces or the civilian 
component is charged with’ an 
offense, a certificate issued by 
or on behalf of his commanding 
Officer stating that the alleged 
offense, if committed by him, 
arose out of an act or omission 
done in the performance of offi- 
cial duty, shall, in any judicial 
roceedings, be sufficient evi- 
dence of the fact unless the con- 
trary is proved. 

It was pursuant to these offi- 
cial minutes that the certificate 
of the petitioner’s commanding 
officer was issued dated Febru- 
ary 7, 1957. 

The certificate by the com- 
manding officer which was di- 
rected to the Chief Procurator, 
Maebashi District, Maebashi 
City, Honshu, Japan, continued 
by stating: “The United States 
will exercise jurisdiction in this 
case unless notification is given 
immediately that proof to the 
contrary exists.” ' 

Thereafter, on Feb. 9, 1957, 
the Chief Procurator noti- 
fied the petitioner’s command- 
ing officer with reference to his

certificate as to official duty that 
‘this office considers the proof 


contrary thereto exists, basing 
upon our examinations.” 


Following this exchange, 
there were discussions com- 
mencing in early March, 1957, 
by the representatives of the 
United States and representa- 
tives of Japan constituting a 
Joint U.S.Japan Committee. 
On May 16, 1957, the United 
States representative on the 
committee agreed that the 
United States would not exer- 
cise its asserted right of primary 
jurisdiction in this case. This ac- 
tion is said to have been taken 
in accordance with Paragraph 3 
(C) of Article XVIT of the Ad- 
ministrative Agreement, which 
reads as follows: 


Joint Statement 

“If the State having the pri- 
mary right decides not to exer- 
cise jurisdiction, it shall notify 
the authorities of the other 
State as soon as practicable. The 
authorities of the State having 
the primary right shall give 
sympathetic consideration to a 
request from the authorities of 
the other State for a waiver of 
its right in cases where that 
other State considers’ such 
waiver to be of particular im- 
portance.” 


Thereafter, on June 4, 1957, 
the Secretary of State of the 
United States and the Secretary 
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Judge Joseph McGarraghy 


of Defense of the United States, 
who are named as two of the 
defendants in this action, issued 
a joint statement that they had 
carefully reviewed all of the 
available facts in this case, and 
have now concluded that the 
agreement that the petitioner be 
tried in the courts of Japan was 
reached in full accord with 
procedures established by the 
treaty and agreement, and that 
in order to preserve the integ- 
rity of the pledges of the 
United States, this determina- 
tion by the Joint Committee 
must be carried out.

Warning Posted 
“Efforts to keep. civilians 
away from the area during such 
military exercises have not 
proved effective. In this partic- 


ular case, red boundary flags 4 


were, as customary, erected as a 
warning to civilians to keep off, 
and local authorities were noti- 
fied of the proposed exercises. 
But, as was frequently the case, 
a number of Japanese civilians 
were in the area gathering 
empty brass cartridge cases at 
the time of the incident. These 
civilians had created such a risk 
of injury to themselves in the 
morning exercises when live 
ammunition was used that the 
American officer in charge with- 
drew live ammunition from the 
troops prior to the afternoon 
exercises. In the interval be- 
tween two simulated attacks 
during the afternoon, Girard 
and another soldier, Specialist 
3.C. Victor M. Nickel, were 
ordered by their platoon 
leader, a Heutenant, to guard a 
machinegun and several field 
jackets at the top of a hill. 
Girard and Nickel were not issu- 
ed live ammunition for this 
duty. . 

“It was while these soldiers 
were performing this duty that 
the incident occurred. Mrs, 
Naka Sakai, a Japanese civilian, 
died a few moments after being 
hit in the back by an empty 
brass rifle shell case fired by 
Girard from this rifie grenade 
launcher. She was not over 30 
yards from Girard and was go- 
ing away from him when he 
fired the rifie. Girard had pre- 
viously fired similarly in the 
‘vicinity of a Japanese man, who 
was not hit. 


’ “Girard’s action in 
empty shell cases from the rifle 
grenade launcher was not au- 
thorized. He asserted that he 
fired from the waist, intending 
only to frighten the Japanese 
civilians. Others stated, but 
Girard denied, that empty shell 
cases were thrown out to entice 
the Japanese to approach.” 
The joint statement relates 
that “the Commanding General 


of Girard’s division certified 
that Girard’s action was done in 
performance of official duty.” 
The joint statement further 
relates that during the course 
of the meetings between the 
United States and Japanese rep- 
resentatives, while considera- 
tion was given to referring the 
matter in dispute to the two 
Governments for settlement, this 
procedure was rejected as in- 
advisable under the circum- 
stances, and instructions were 
issued that the United States 
Representative on the Joint 
Committce should continue to 
press the claim for jurisdiction, 
but that, in case of continued 
deadlock, the United States Rep- 
resentative was authorized to 
waive jurisdiction to Japan. 
After three weeks of additional 
negotiations “the U.S. Represen- 
tative waived jurisdiction in 
the name of the United States.” 


Indictment Made 

Thereafter, Girard was _in- 
dicted by the Japanese judicial 
authorities for causing a death 
by wounding and at the pres. 
ent time he is administrative: 
ly restricted to the limits of 
Camp Whittington. 

The joint statement of the 
Secretaries was released on 
June 4, 1957, and the petition 
for writ of habeas corpus was 
filed in this court on June 6, 
1957; an order to show cause 


* was issued the same day re- 
' turnable on June 11, 1957, to

: hibits, and the cause submitted 


for decision after full argument. 

The decision of this case does 
not determine Ahe guilt or in- 
nocence of the petitioner. The 
issue here is what tribunal 
should determine that question, 
and does the petitioner have a 
Constitutional right which 


BE oe would be violated if he should 


be delivered to the Japanese 
Government for trial. 


Nor is the question whether 
or not the petitioner would re- 
ceive a fair trial if delivered to 
the Japanese Government for 
trial. 

An affidavit of the General 
Counsel, Department of Defense, 
details the experience of the 
three United States armed serv- 
ices in Japan since the effec- 
tive date of the Administrative 
Agreement in Japan and states 
that in a few instances sugges- 
tions of possible ipfringement 
of the rights of e accused 
have been made by an observer; 
that subsequent investigation 
by the field commander of the 
accused’s has, in each instance, 
refuted or dispelled the sugges- 
tion and to date there has been 
no instance of the exercise by 
Japan of criminal jurisdiction 
over United States personnel in 
which the conduct of the pro- 
ceedings has disclosed a basis 
for diplomatic intervention. 


In Course of Duty 
On the basis of this experi- 
ence, it is assumed that the peti- 
tioner would receive a fair trial 
if the defendants shguld deliver 
the petitioner to the Japanese 
Government for trial under the 
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Japanese Constitution and laws. 

The question which this court 
must decide is whether the peti- 
tioner has a right under the Con- 
stitution of the United States 
to be tried for the alleged of- 
fense in an appropriate Amer- 
ican tribunal and would that 
Constitutional right be violated 
if he is delivered to the Japa- 
nese Government for trial. 

It is uncontroverted that the 
petitioner at the time of the al- 
leged occurrence was acting as 
a member of the American 
Armed Forces in the perform- 
ance of his official duties as 
guard. 

The certificate of the petition- 
er’s commanding officer relates 
the petitioner “was instructed 
by his platoon leader to move 
near a position near an unguard- 
ed machinegun to guard the ma- 
chinegun and items of field 
equipment that were in the im- 
mediate area;” that petitioner 
“following instructions, moved 
to the designated position near 
the machinegun” and “while 
performing his duties as guard” 
he fired the expended cartridge 


case. 

The joint statement issued by 
the Secretary of State and the 
Secretary of Defense, after re- 
lating the guard duty assigned 
to the petitioner amd another 
soldier, states, “It was while 
these soldiers were performing 
this duty that the incident oc- 
curred.” The joint statement 
further says that “the Command- 
ing General of Girard’s division 
certified that Girard’s action 
was done in performance of offi- 
cial duty.” 

At the hearing on the petition 
and the defendants’ return to 
the order to show cause, and on 
defendants’ motion to quash sub- 

nas issued by the petitioner, 
the United States Attorney 
stated it could be assumed “that

the offense arose ovt of an inci- 
dent, an act or omission in the 
performance of an official duty.” 
Subsequently, the following col- 
loquy ensued: 

“The Court: Mr. Gasch, you 
say let’s assume certain facts. 
Is the Government conceding 
those facts. I am assuming that 
your argument is addressed 
primarily at this stage to the 
motions to quash. 

“Mr. Gasch—(United States 
Attorney): Yes, Your Honor. 

“The Court: The Court, in pass- 
ing on the motions to quash, 
has to know what the issues of 
fact are. Now, when you say, 
let’s assume he was acting in 
an Official capacity or, in the 
language of the agreement, ‘of- 
fenses arising out of any act or 
omission done in the perform- 
ance of official duty,’ is the Gov- 
ernment conceding that at the 
time he came within the pur- 
view of this language? 


Facts of Case 

“Mr. Gasch: Your Honor, I 
don't think this is a question in 
which [ dispute or a case in 
which [| dispute that interpreta- 
tion of the facts. 

“The Court: What I am trying 
to make clear is this: It seems 
to me that in passing on the 
motions to quash, I have got to 
know what are the issues of 
fact in this case and what is 
agreed to and what isn’t agreed 
to. 

“Mr. Gasch: Very well, Your 
Honor, let's say as far as the 
Government is concerned, those 
are the facts. 

“Mr. Carroll—(Counsel for 
Petitioner): what are the facts, 
Your Honor? [ don’t understand, 

“The Court: The Court under- 
stands the concession by the 
Government to be that at the 
time of the alleged offense by 
the petitioner, it arose out of an 
act or omission done in the per- 
formance of official duty. Is 
that correct? 

“Mr. Gasch: That is correct.” 

If there had been any dis- 
agreement as to this material 
and basic fact, the Court would 
have been required to issue the 
writ in order that a full hear- 
ing could be held to determine 
the fact. In resisting the argu- 
ment of petitioner’s counsel that 
the writ should issue, counsel 
for the defendants insisted that 
there is no material issue of fact. 

Accordingly, the determina- 
tion of the legal question here 
to be decided will be based upon 
the conceded fact that the inci- 
dent for which it is proposed 
to deliver the petitioner to the 
Japanese courts for trial arose 
out of an act or omission done 
by the petitioner as a member 
of the American Armed Forces 
in the performance of official 
duty. 

Section 8 of Article I of the 
Constitution of the United 
States provides that the Con- 
gress shall have power “to make 
rules for the Government and 
regulation of the land and naval 
forces.” 


Comprehensive Code 

Acting under this authority, 
the Congress has adopted a Uni- 
form Code of Military Justice, 
50 U.S.C.A. 242, which makes 
subject to its provisions “All 
persons belonging to a regular 
component of the Armed 
Forces.” 

This Code, as its name implies, 
is a comprehensive criminal 
code applying to the persons 
subject to its provisions and 
spells out in detail the proce- 
dures for the _ courts-martial 
jurisdiction, appointment and 
composition of courts-martial, 
pre-trial and trial procedure, 
sentences, review of courts-mar- 
tial, and definition of offenses 
punishable under the code. In 
other words, if the petitioner 
is subject to prosecution for an 
act or omission done by him as 
a member of the American 
Armed Forces in the perform- 
ance of official duty, the Uni- 
form Code of Military Justice 
establishes every procedute to 
be followed. 

Since the petitioner’s act was 
committed in the performance 
of official duty, under the prin- 
ciples announced by the Su- 
preme Court in the case of in 
re Negale, 135 U.S. 1, the peti- 
tioner is accountable only to 
United States Federal jurisdic- 
tion for any act or omission. 
Additional authorities in support 
of this proposition are Johnson 
vs. State of Maryland, 254 U.S. 
51; Brown vs. Cain, 56 F. Supp. 
56; Lima vs. Lawler, 63 F. Supp. 
446; Colorado vs. Maxwell 125 F. 
Supp. 18; In re Fair, et al., 100 
it 149; In re Wulzen, 235 Fed. 


No Question 

In some of these cases, the 
factual situation was in dispute 
and required lengthy hearings 
to determine if the petitioner 
was acting in performance of 
official duty. Not so in the in- 
stant case, since the status of 
the petitioner is conceded. 

The defendants place reliance 
upon the decisions of this court 
in the cases of May vs. Wilson, 
C.A. No. 128-56, D.C.; and Fozart 
vs. Wilson, 98 U.S. App. D.C. 
437, 236 F. 2D, 732, Both of 


Kishi’s Tours Abroad 


Outcome of Trips May Decide His Future

LONDON—The Japanese 
Prime Minister, Nobusuke Kishi, 
has set off on his visit to the 
United States. This follows an 
extended tour of South and 
Southeast Asia. The two visits 
are not unconnected. 


On his Asian tour Kishi want- 
ed to rebuild the foundations of 
the goodwill that was thrown 
away by the Japanese during 
the Second World War, for 
Japan today urgently needs the 
friendship of the countries of 
Asia as never before. 


The second main purpose be- 
hind Kishi’s tour was to offer 
Japanese technical help and 
skilled manpower and capital 
goods to those nations in Asia 
that are engaged in raising their 
standards of living through in- 
dustrialization. 

What. Kishi is working for is 
a combination in Asia of Ameri- 
can investment and Japanese 
technical aid.. At the same time 
he has been anxious to assure 
countries, particularly India, 
that Japan is not a satellite of 
the United States. 

On the other hand, Japan can- 
not afford to give any offense 
to the United States, and this 
is why Kishi’s Asian tour is 
being followed at once by a 
visit to Washington D.C. In 
other words, Kishi is forced a 
walk a tightrope, not at all an 
easy operation, 

Public opinion in Japan has 
been demanding some new posi- 
tive evidence that the nation is 
really independent. There are 
still something like 700 installa- 
tions of one sort or another 
under the control of the Amer- 
ican forces in Japan and Oki- 
nawa and the Ogasawara islands 


are administered by the United 
States. So there is a good deal 
of pressure on the Japanese 
Government to seek some revi- 


sion of the existing security 
pact with America. 

We may be sure that this mat- 
ter is among those under dis- 
cussion between Kishi and Dul- 
les in Washington. 

Closely linked with this sub- 
ject is another of an important 
and delicate nature; namely, the 
character of Japanese rearma- 
ment. As this continues to 
make headway, the number of 
American bases in Japan is be- 
ing reduced. If the Japanese 
self-defense forces were to be 
equipped with American-built 
nuclear weapons it might be 
possible for a very considerable 
reduction of American forces 
in Japan to be carried out. 

But equipment with such 
weapons would certainly re- 
quire an amendment of the 
Japanese Constitution. The con- 
stitution can only be amended 
if the Government has the 
necessary majority in  parlia- 
ment. At the moment the Kishi 
Government has not got this 
majority. Its only chance is to 
dissolve the Diet, the Japanese 
parliament, and then gain the 
required majority at a general 
election. 

But Kishi may not get this 
majority at an election, and in 
fact he may lose his majority 
unless he can show the Japa- 
nese public that he has been a 
success as Prime Minister. 

The best way to do this would 
be for him to return from his 
Washington visit with some- 
thing to show for it. If he re- 
turns home empty handed his 
own political future is very un- 
certain, to say the least. 

In October, 1954, Shigeru Yo- 


shida, returned to Japan from 
his European and American 


tour with little to show for it 
and he was out of office before 
the end of the year. 

But Kishi is generally 
American in the wean that’ he 
is by conviction strongly anti- 
Communist. And, as I have said 
he sees the obvious merits of ty- 
ing in Japanese technology with 
American financial investment 
in Asian. 

If he can couple with this 
plan some concessions to public 
opinion such as an agreement 
on a revised security pact, he 
will be ready to remain on very 
close and friendly terms with 
the United States. He is not 
likely, for example, to press for 
much greater freedom for trade 
with China. This would only 
irritate Washington and, in any 
case, he himself is suspicious of 
the sincerity of the Peiping 
Government. 

On their side, the Americans 
can hardly wish to see Kishi’s 
position at home anything but 
stable. It is fairly certain that 
there will be a general election 
in Japan this year, and the 
Americans, I feel, would like Ki- 
shi to win it. So the State De- 
partment at least may be quite 
willing to meet Kishi more than 
halfway.

tory prize Kishi could take 
home with him would be an 
American promise to leave Oki- 
nawa, Or at any rate to restore 
full Japanese administration in 
the island. And there can be 
no doubt that Okinawa figures 
on the agenda in the Washing- 
ton talks. 


The eventual future of this 
island may be clarified in a com- 
munique, but it is extremely 
doubtful that Washington will 
agree to any change in the sta- 
tus quo at the moment, 


Finally, Kishi, as Prime Min- 
ister of Japan, is bound to raise 
the question of nuclear tests. 
On this issue the Japanese be- 
lieve they can make a success- 
ful appeal to Asian opinion, and 
it must be remembered that 
Tokyo protested impartially to 
the Soviet Union and the United 
States as well as to Great Brit- 
ain. 

But on the whole, the prece- 
dents of Kishi’s two tours are 
not very favorable. It must be 
admitted that he is the first 
Japanese Prime Minister to visit 
the Indian subcontinent, but the 
only other Japanese Prime Min- 
ister to tour Southeast Asia was 
General Tojo. And Kishi must 
think ruefully of Yoshida’s last 
journey to the United States. 

Kishi has plenty of self-con- 
fidence, yet he has good reason 
to feel uneasy. For unless he 
can show that his tours have 
borne fruit, his own party, to 
say nothing of the Japanese 
public, may well reject him.— 
BBC via Radiopress. 


these cases arose out of offenses 
committed when the petitioners 
were off duty and, therefore, 
factually are distinguishable 
from the case now under con- 
sideration. May was not appeal- 
ed, and in Cozart the Supreme 
Court granted a petition for writ 
o- certiorari and vacated the 
judgment of the Court of Ap- 
peals, remanding the case to the 
District Court with directions to 
dismiss the petition for writ of 
s~habeas corpus upon the ground 
that the cause is moot. 352 U.S. 
884. In pursuing this proce- 
dure, the Supreme Court cited 
United States vs. Munsingwear, 
Inc. 340 U.S. 36, which states 
“that procedure clears the path 
for future relitigation of the is- 
sues between the parties and 
eliminates a judgment, review 
of which was _ prevented 
through happenstance.” 


Counsel for the defendants 
also cite cases in support of the 
proposition that “the jurisdic- 
tion of a court-martial is not ex- 
clusive and does not pre-empt 
the jurisdiction of state courts 
to deal with acts which violate 
state law as well as military 


law.” 
Other Cases 
In none of the cases cited in 
support of this proposition were 
the accused charged with an 
offense performed in line of 
duty. 


In Caldwell vs. Parker, 252 
U.S. 376, the petitioner was 
charged with murder of a civil- 
jan at a place within the juris- 
diction of the State of Alabama 
and not within the confines of 
any camp or place subject to 
the control of the civil or mili- 
tary authorities of the United 
States. Kennedy vs. Sanford, 
166 F. 2D 568, related to a 
charge of conspiracy; United 
States vs. Matthews, 49 F. Supp. 
203 was a charge of rape; and 
United States vs. Canella 63 F. 
Supp. 377, related to a charge 
of bribery. Clearly these cases 
are distinguishable from the 
facts in the instant case. 

Counsel for defendants further 
cite a series of cases in support 
of the proposition that “if there 
is any question as to whether a 


particular act was strictly with- 
in the scope of the authority of 
the soldier or whether such act 
constituted the only means avail- 
able to perform the assigned 
duty, then the state court rather 
than a court-martial must be al- 
lowed to proceed with the case.” 
These decisions are not in point, 
in view of the stipulation that 
there is no issue of material fact 
with respect to the status of the 
petitioner at the time of the in- 
cident. 


‘Applying the same Constitu- 
tional protection to the petition- 
er against his delivery to a for- 
eign state that would be ap- 
plied to his delivery for prosecu- 
tion in a state court, it follows 
that the threatened action by 
the defendants is illegal and in 
violation of the Constitution 
and laws of the United States. 


The petition is for a writ of 
habeas corpus which appears 
to be authorized by Cozart vs. 
Wilson, Supra, and Eisentrager, 
et al. vs. Forrestal, 84 U. S. 
«app. D. C. 396. 174 F; 2D 961, 
since the petitioner is admin- 
istratively restricted to the 
limits of Camp Whittington 
and, therefore, he is sufficient- 
ly restrained for the purposes 
of habeas corpus. However, 
since the petitioner remains a 
member of the United States 
Armed Forces in Japan and 
may be prosecuted in court- 
martial proceedings for the of- 
fense with which he is charg- 
ed, the petition for the writ 
will be denied and the court 
will treat the complaint as a 
petition for declaratory judg- 
ment and injunction under the 
prayer of the complaint for 
other relief and, as such, will 
decree that the proposed deliv- 
ery of the petitioner to the 
Japanese Government would 
violate rights of the petitioner 
guaranteed by the Constitution 
of the United States and will 
be enjoined. 

This opinion may be treated 
as the court’s findings of fact 
and conclusions of law, and 


counsel for petitioner will sub- 


mit an appropriate order in con- 
formity herewith,
